hanue abuſid the name off me Thomas Archbyſshop off can- 
terburye, bruting abrode, that I haue ſett vp the maſſe at Can- 
teebut y. and that I offrid toſay maſſe before the quenes hi 
nes, and at poules church and 1 wore not wher? Ihaue hene 
well exerſiſed thes xx, y eres, to ſuffer and bear e vell rrpor- 
tes and lyes, and haue not bene mich gi euid therat, and haut 
borne all tungs quietly , yet when vnttw reportes*and lies 
turn to the hinderance off gods truth, they be in no wiſe to be 
tollerate and ſuſfrid. wherfore thes be to ſigniſſe to the world 

that is was not I that did ſett vp the maſſe at canterbury, 
it was a falſe flatering. lyeug. and diſſembling monke, which 
cauſid the maſſe to be ſett vp ther, with out my aduiſe ox coun 
ſell, And as for offring my ſel f to ſay maſſe before the que- 
nes highnes, or in any other place. I neuer dyd as her grace 
knowth well. but yff her grace will geue me lcue, I ſhalbe re 
dy to proue, agay nſt all that will ſay the contrarie, and that 
communicn booke ſeit forth by the moſt inocent andgodly 
prince, kin E ward the vj. in his hygh court off parlyament, 
is conformable tothe order which ovr ſauey our Chriſt dyd 
He th obſerue and command te be obſeruid, and which —

ſe in many thines, not onlyhathnofoundacyon, of chriſt, is 
appoſtles, nor the prymatiue church, but alſo is manifeſt con- 
trary to the ſame, and conteynith many horrible blaſphemis 
init, & although many ether vnleruid, or maliouſly dorepor* 
te. tat NM. peter Marter is vnlernid, yet yt the quenes highnes 
will graunt ther vnto l with the ſayd V1, peter Marter, and 
other four or ſiue, which 1 ſhall choſe, will by gods grace take 
vpon vs, to defend that not only onr comon prayers of the 
chutches, miniſtracyon off the ſacraments , and other ryghteg 
and ceremonis. but —— all the doctryne, and religion, by 
our ſayd late ſoueraygue lord king E ward the vl. is more pu- 
re, and according to gods worde, then any thut hath hene v- 
ſid in England mes thouſad yeres, ſo that gods word may he 
the ludge. And that the reaſon and proucs, may be ſett out in 
wrytyng. to thentent aſwell all the world may exammyn and 
Iudge them, as that no man ſhall ſtart bake from ther wry ng | 
and whatfayth hath bene in the churchthes xv. hundry 4 ye- 
res we will loyne with them, in this poynte, aud that, the docs 
trine and vſage is to be folo wid, which was in the churph xv. 
hundryd veres paſt, and we ſhall proue that the order oF the 
church, ſett out at this preſent in this realm off England by ac- 
te off parlyament. is the the fame that was vſid in rhe church 
v. hundryd yexes paſt, and, ſo ſ hall they ncuer be able to 
proue thers,
